Please find the following proposed amendments by me to your proposed 
amendments. The intent of my changes is to "tighterf the patent up such that it cannot be 
drcumvented. As soon as we agree on the wording and numt)ering of these amervlments. I 
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will continue with the remainder of the dependant daims. I have removed all feferenoes to 
the material the "flexibte oonnectof' is made ofin the fex vs. the email and have added the 
rest of the dependant daims. The remainder is the same as the e-mail. I trust this is 
acoeptatole. 

aaim 46. I have added the word tide as the tides also affect the operation of the 
pump. It Is also corweivaWe as the art progresses that Iwoy the size of oil tankers may be 
used and the tides will have greata- affect than the waves. I have strickm the word "lower 
plate" and substituted "dosed bottom end" as when the cylinder is imbedded in shale, rock, 
etc. a lower plate may not be necessary. I struck the phrase "to secure the pump to the 
floor as this pump can be attached to an offarore structure sudi as an oi! pMatform or fc»e 
used by a ship laying in anchor. I have again added the phrase "a least onef to both the 
inlet and outlet dieck valves to prevent garother party from rn^ng this d^ 
improvement over my patent.. If I have to pay an additional amount of money to make this 
change. I will do so. 1 diose to us© the word "confining the upward stroke rattier than 
restriding the upward stroke as some of my competitors will obviously be oil producers. 
They could gel arourKl the patent by drilling a vefy deep hole arwJ ptadng the weigtited 
piston so far down ttiat there would be no posslWHty of the piston coming otrt thus 
circumventing my patent. I have removed mooring guide and wear ring from claim 45 and 
added them as a dependant daim 56 as the pump will fundion without these improvements 
and wouW allow competitore to circumvent my patent if in daim 46. 1 have removed 
"said weighted piston including an air vent passageway, check valve" etc. fix)m daim 45 and 
added it as a dependant daim 57 for the same reasons. I would prefisr not to mention any 
particular material when it comes to ttie fteable cormedor. The only requirement is thai it be 
flexible ^ough to lift the piston In the shifting wave and tide conditions. However, since you 
have specified chain and cable, I have induded flexible shaft, daim 54 (my e-mail used the 
word tubing instead of shaft) and rope, daim 55, as well.
